THE PRIME MINISTER’S 
SUCCESS. 

There was no excitement, says The Times, én 
the Lobby after the Prime Minister's speech 
last night. That fact in itself showed how 
completely Mr. Lloyd George had made his 
ease.

MILK FOR THE COUNTRY POOR. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TINE 

Sin,—Probably many of us resident in the 
country have recently heard from the puip-t 
exhortations to food economy and production, 
based upon an appeal by the Department: of 
Agriculture to ministers of religion, in which 
the hardehips of the poor in the towns were 
dwelt upon. I feel that the case of the labour- 
ing people in the country (well of, no doubt, 
in potatoes, etc.) has not received official 
attention. In the caso of many families there 
is no butter, or even suct, readily obtainabie. 
In a iarge dairyi district known to the 
writer the labourers have for years been unable 
in many cases to obtain sutheient eupplies of 
milk, gallons of which dsily pass their doors 
on the way to the neighbouring cream eriea, and 
they have often had to give their children 
condensed milk (which generaily means a little 
in tea). ! 

In another district, the writer knows of « 
workman, with young children, who has to go 
miles to & village to buy condensed milk and 
buttermilk, although him employer keeps a 
dairy; and of other farm-workers who are im a 
similar position. The excuse given is the 
of a certain large tow, or, rather, of its milk- 
gellers. Yet only a few weeks ago « milkman 
there bos of having got & new private 
customer for twelve. quarts a day. 

Surely wholesale dairymen im the country. 
most of whom owe eo much to the State, should 
be under some obligation (at least at the 
present time) to supply local needs. am 
convinced that the privations of the country
